ministration leaders hope the 
House will pass the bill not lat- 
er than Friday. 


Speaker Rayburn predicted the 
program will pass in substantially 
the form recommended yesterday by 
• the House foreign affairs committee. 
That group approved the full $1,450,- 
000,000 asked by Mr. Tinman. How- 
ever, it decided to authorize in cash 
only about 55 per cent cf the $1,- 
160,000,000 requested for western 
European members of the Atlantic 
alliance. 
Contract Authority 


The remainder would be covered 
by authority to enter into contracts, 
•which congress would be obligated 
to pay. 


Under procedure approved by the 
rules committee, House members 
will be free to offer any other 
amendments they may wish from 
the House floor. Unless the House 
limits debate at the end of tomor 
row's session, members will be free 
also to speak five minutes each on 
any amendment. 


The arms aid program moved at a 
«lower pace on the Senate side of 
{he capitol. There a committee up- 
held the right of Henry Wallace and 
others to argue before congress 
against the president's program. 


The combined committee on for- 
eign relations and armed services 
voted in a closed session to reopen 
public hearings on the measure. 
Eads Hearings 


Previously, without having heard 
opponents, the committee had ended 
hearings and prepared to whip the 
administration's bill into shape for 
Senate consideration.

without listening to the opposition. 


Other senators told reporters it 
was argued also that Wallace and 
others who have asked to be heard

six times, is scheduled to be the first 
witness at the reopened hearings to- 
morrow. Committee aides said he 
has asked to appear to criticize cer- 
tain sections of the bill. 


The committee aides said those 
who have asked to testify in opposi- 
tion to the program include former 
Vice President Wallace, the Pro- 
gressive party's candidate for presi- 
dent last year; Arthur Schutzer of 
the American Labor party, and 
Elizabeth Moos of the American 
Continental Congress.

Report In Third

989 compared with 239 a year ago. 
The unofficial death toll reached 
71 with one fatality in Danville, 
Joliet, Centralia and Alton today. 


Centralia and Marion county re- 
ported the 100th case for that area. 


In Springfield, city officials dis- 
puted whether a three week old 
quarantine should be lifted. Mayor 
Harry Eielson called a meeting to- 
morrow with medical experts on 
relaxing restrictions. 
City health 
commissioner George Doyle said the 
quarantine will continue as long as 
incidence is high. 


Springfield has had 55 cases and 
10 deaths. 


Adenaur Says He

The 
government reorganization law. un- 
der which the president acted, pro- 
vides that either house, by a major- 
ity vote of its entire membership, 
can kill any reorganization plan sub- 
mitted by the president within 6G 
days. The deadline for action was 
Wednesday. 
GOP, Dixiecrats Vote No 


Thirty-seven republicans and 23 
democrats, mostly from the South, 
voted to junk the president's plan. 
Only four republicans joined 28 
democrats in supporting it.

A barricaded section of pavement 
on West 
State 
street 
directly -in 
front of the court house was opened 
up Tuesday morning by employees of 
the sewer department, who found a 
crater between seven and eight feet 
deep and nearly as wide. The wash- 
out is believed to have resulted from 
collapse of the old brick arch sewer 
in that location.

Sewer department workmen probed

ago. 


The brick sewer underlying State 
street is believed to be from 80 to 90 
years old. It is constructed in the 
form of an arch, similar to the old 
North Church street sewer 
which 
was replaced less than a year ago 
with a modern sewer. 


The cave-in will be repaired this 
week and the pavement patched.

THAI WOMEN 
ASSAILS POLYGAMY 


Bangkok—(/P>—How can 
T h a i 
(Siamese) women be considered as 
having equality with men when the 
males are permitted to have more 
than one wife? So asked Nang Nan- 
taka Suprabhatanand, former chair- 
man of the Women's Law Associa- 
tion, amid the cheers of the Thai 
Women's Association. 


The woman attorney said Thai 
women legally have equal rights but 
nature and tradition miliiate against 
attainment of this equality. She said 


it probably would be impossible to 
pass a law to change the marital 
situation, but it was fortunate that 
the cost of living t'nete days ob- 
structs most men from having more 
than one wife. 


The law recognizes three types ofj 
Thai wives: legally registered, semi-1 
wife and servant wife. Women have! 


the right of divorce, she commented,; 
but she did not favor use of this le- | 
gal weapon except in %?xireme cases.' 
Nang- Nantaka also criticised the 
law that gives the husband power toij 
handle his wife's property. She said 
women who had their own careers 
outside the home should be allowed 
to manage their own property.
